UNFAIR  COMPETITION. 

At  different  periods  in  the  history  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
this  colony,  the  Council  have  been  urged  hy  the  Master  Chemists  and 
Druggists  of  the  metropolitan  area  to  try  and  bring  persuasive 
pressure  on  the  Directors  and  Principals  of  the  Wholesale  Houses 
with  a  view  to  ending  the  practice  of  retailing  at  wholesale 
rates,  hut  nothing  definite  ever  appears  to  have  resulted  from  those 
agitations.  Instead  of  endeavouring  to  lessen  it,  some  of  the  firms  in 
question  appear  to  have  allowed  the  retail  business  to  grow  to  exten¬ 
sive  proportions  to  the  positive  injury  of  the  legitimate  retail  chemist 
and  druggist  who  is  compelled  to  work  early  and  late  in  his  anxiety 
to  make  both  ends  meet,  and  frequently  after  a  trying  and  unremunera- 
tive  day  have  to  answer  a  midnight  call  for  a  sixpenny  order.  His 
lot  is  indeed  anything  hut  the  proverbial  bed  of  roses.  It  is  bad 
enough  to  withstand  the  “  cutting  ’’  prices  of  fellow  tradesmen 
to  say  nothing  of  the  depression  wave  which  has  played  such  havoc 
with  business  for  so  many  years — but  when  asked  to  come  into  direct 
competition  with  rich  Wholesale  Houses  tho  climax  is ‘reached ;  the 
last  straw  is  laid  on.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  retail  masters  should 
give  forcible  expression  to  their  aggrieved  feelings  against  the  practice 
of  the  big  firms,  who  have  little  or  no  competition  among  themselves 
worth  considering,  and  seriously  and  earnestly  appeal  for  the  discon¬ 
tinuance  of  the  custom  ?  It  has  been  freely  and  openly  stated  by 
some  of  the  most  respected  and  esteemed  members  of  the  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Society  that  Wholesale  Houses  in  Sydney  have  played  it  as 
low  down  as  fourpennyworth  of  linseed  meal,  and  that  nurses  are,  or 
at  any  rate  have  been  in  the  habit  of  getting  all  necessaries — except¬ 
ing  prescription  medicine — for  their  patients  from  wholsale  firms. 
According  to  the  statement  of  one  member  of  the  Council  who  had 
mentally  noted  this  traffic  on  more  than  one  occasion,  these  good 
ladies  exhibited  unmistakeable  evidence  of  having  been  there  before. 
To  add  to  his  daily  discomfiture,  the  retailer  is  confronted 
by  some  casual  customer  with  the  information  that  such 
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and  such  an  article  only  costs  so  much  at  so-and-so’s 
wholesale  house,  and  sooner  than  pay  the  extra  sixpence 
to  the  chemist,  who  spares  neither  pains  nor  trouble  to  convenience 
the  public,  they  hand  the  coin  over  to  train  or  ’bus  revenue,  and  hie 
away  to  wholesale  quarters.  In  Grreat  Britain  it  is  considered  beneath 
the  dignity  of  a  warehouse  to  retail  anything,  and  evidence  is  not 
wanting  in  this  respect  of  exemplary  commercial  morality  in  the 
principal  drug  stores  of  Melhourne.  The  practice  would  not  operate 
so  harshly  in  the  trade  if  the  Wholesalers  added  profits  on  small 
transactions,  instead  of  selling  to  the  public  at  the  same  price  as  they 
sell  to  the  trade.  The' retailing  has  unquestionably  developed  in 
dimensions,  or  why  would  the  firms  he  bothered  with  it  ?  The  con¬ 
clusion  is  obvious.  The  emphatic  protests  made  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  bids  fair  to  hear  fruit,  and  the 
letter  sent  to  the  Council  by  Mr.  Kemp,  of  the  Australian  Drug  Co., 
is  worthy  of  the  attention  of  all  Chemists  and  Druggists  in  the  colony. 
It  is  thoroughly  appreciated,  and  gives  a  measure  of  satisfaction  to 
the  Council.  Still,  something  more  definite  is  wanted,  and  this  can 
only  he  secured  by  a  mutual  and  friendly  understanding  between  the 
two  branches,  as  to  what  should  constitute  a  wholesale  quantity.  The 
Council  are  ready  to  meet  the  representatives  of  the  different  whole¬ 
sale  houses,  and  discuss  a  definition  of  it,  as  well  as  to  suggest  a 
means  by  which  the  firms  could  minimise  imposition,  when  small 
buyers  assert  that  goods  are  required  for  business  purposes.  The 
wholesale  buyers  have  much  to  gain,  and  little,  if  anything,  to  lose, 
by  standing  together  with  the  men  who  form  the  backbone  of  the 
wholesale  trade.

Pharmacy  Board. 


The  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  was  held  on  the  7th,  there 
being  present — Messrs.  Butcher  (in  the  chair),  Williams,  J.P.,  Jones,  Wells, 
Short,  and  Bellemey. 

MINUTES. 

The  minutes  of  the  March  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  letters  inward  and  outward  disclosed  voluminous  and  varied 
correspondence. 
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Mrs.  M.  Bennett,  of  the  Royal  Arcade,  applied  for  a  license  to  sell 
Madame  Rupert’s  face  wash  and  was  refused,  owing  to  the  poisonous 
nature  of  the  preparation. 

Mr.  R.  G.  Grieve,  of  Launceston  (Tasmania),  wrote  asking  of  the 
diploma  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  N.S.W.  entitled  him  to  registra¬ 
tion.  A  reply  in  the  negative  was  ordered  to  be  sent. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Vining,  who  had  previously  been  refused  registration  applied 
again  and  was  refused,  as  he  could  not  show  that  he  was  in  business  for 
himself  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Poisons  Act. 

poisons’  certificates. 

R.  A.  Armstrong,  of  Grenfell.  Declined. 

James  Miles,  of  Lyndhurst.  Granted. 

E.  H.  Woodhill,  of  Nowra.  Granted.  This  applicant  was  fined  a 
nominal  sum  for  selling  poison  while  his  application  was  waiting  to  be 
dealt  with. 

PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION. 

Mr.  F.  Lloyd,  B.A.,  L.L.B.,  the  Preliminary  Examiner,  reported  the 
following  as  having  passed  the  March  examination  : — E.  G.  Walsh,  C. 
Peoples,  H.  E.  Aiken,  S.  C.  Parker,  S.  A.  Gorman,  H.  P.  Redmond,  and 
P.  A.  Hill  (Orange). 

REPORTS. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  in  answer  to  one  from  the  Board,  stating  that  no 
person  of  the  name  of  Greyburn  Marris  was  on  the  register.  Received. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  Messrs.  Jones,  Marshall,  and  Short  had 
been  re-elected  to  seats  on  the  Council,  and  were  qualified  to  take 
their  seats  on  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Colonial  Treasurer  had  been  pleased 
to  adopt  the  list  of  poisons  submitted  for  his  approval. 

POLICE  REPORTS. 

A  large  number  of  reports  re  breaches  of  the  Poisons’  Act  was 
received  from  the  Inspector  General  of  Police  and  duly  read. 

The  meeting  then  terminated. 


SPECIAL  MEETING. 

An  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
was  convened  for  Tuesday,  the  14th,  in  order  to  deal  with  the  report  made 
by  Mr.  G.  H.  Broinowski  of  the  College,  and  to  discuss  the  subject  of  a 
petition  to  be  presented  to  Parliament  when  the  Pharmacy  bill  is  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  Assembly.  There  were  present — Mr.  C.  Butcher  (in  the 
chair),  and  Messrs.  Brothwood,  Williams,  Jones,  Marshall,  Wells,  and 
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MR.  BROINOWSKI’S  REPORT. 

This  report  was  published  in  extenso  in  our  last  issue.  It  was  now 
read  to  the  meeting  by  the  acting  Secretary. 

Mr.  Brothwood  failed  to  see  why  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  should 
have  been  called  to  deal  with  Council  business,  remarking  that  if  the 
notices  had  gone  out  from  the  Council  instead  of  the  Board,  the  meeting 
could  have  dealt  with  other  business  such,  for  instance,  as  the  printing  of 
the  altered  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Society.  Now  their  hands  were 
tied  to  Board  affairs,  and  there  was  practically  nothing  for  the  meeting  to 
deal  with. 

In  reply  to  questions,  the  Chairman  stated  that  the  amended  rules 
were  in  the  printers  hands.  It  was  not  competent  for  members  to  discuss 
the  question  at  that  meeting.  It  was  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Brothwood  said  he  would  move  that  the  report  before  them  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  meeting.  The  report  emanated  from  the  Council, 
and  might  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Society. 

A  lengthy  discussion  and  explanations  followed  as  to  the  origin  of  the 
meeting,  which  it  appeared  from  the  statement  of  the  acting  Secretary,  was 
intended  to  deal  with  accumulating  matters  so  as  to  relieve  members  of  a 
subsequent  long  sitting. 

When  it  was  discovered  that  they  could  not  alter  the  meeting  to  one 
of  the  Council,  members  agreed  to  discuss  a  projected  petition  to  Parlia¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

THE  DRAFT  PETITION. 

Mr.  Brothwood  said  if  it  was  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  then  he  had 
something  to  bring  forward  relevant  to  the  Board.  The  acting  Secretary 
and  himself  had  prepared  a  draft  petition  to  the  speaker  and  members  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  in  support  or  the  Pharmacy  Pill,  and  if  it  was 
approved  of,  copies  of  the  document  would  be  circulated  among  all  the 
country  chemists  and  druggists  who  were  qualified  to  practice.  It  was 
intended  that  the  copies  of  the  petition  should  be  accompanied  by  a  letter 
explanatory  of  the  whole,  with  such  requests  as  might  be  necessary  for 
authority  to  attach  the  respective  names  to  the  document  to  be  presented 
to  Parliament.  They  wanted  to  get  the  signatures  of  all  the  registered 
chemists  in  the  colony.  The  signatures  of  the  pharmacists  in  the  city  and 
suburbs  could  easily  be  procured,  but  the  difficulty  was  to  reach  those  in 
the  country,  and  it  was  thought  that  a  letter  to  the  Council  authorising  the 
signature  of  each  chemist  to  be  placed  on  the  petition,  would  meet  all 
requirem.ents.  He  was  anxious  to  get  members  opinions  on  the  proposal. 

Mr.  Williams,  who  had  suggested  something«  of  the  sort  some  years 
ago,  agreed  with  much  that  Mr.  Brothwood  had  said,  as  well  as  the  best 
part  of  the  wording  in  the  draft  petition,  but  did  not  think  it  went  far 
enough.  They  wanted  the  sympathy  and  signatures  of  all  right  thinking  men 
as  well  as  the  members  of  the  profession.  The  sympathy  of  their  co-workers 
and  craftsmen  was  not  enough  to  put  before  Parliament.  It  was  only 
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natural  that  men  in  any  calling  would  unite,  and  unless  Parliament  saw 
something  beyond  the  signatures  of  the  men  in  the  trade,  the  petition 
would  be  decidedly  weak.  They  should  ask  the  chemists  and  druggists 
throughout  the  colony  to  get  all  well  meaning  people  to  sign  the  petition, 
and  thus  make  it  undefiably  forcible. 

Mr.  Marshall  and  other  members  supported  these  suggestions,  and 
without  loss  of  time  they  were  embodied. 

Mr.  Wells  moved,  and  Mr.  Short  seconded,  “  that  the  idea  of  the 
petition  and  letter  be  approved  and  referred  to  the  Council  for  adoption,” 
Carried. 

Mr.  Marshall  moved,  and  Mr.  Jones  seconded,  “  that  this  meeting 
expresses  its  strong  disapproval  of  the  calling  of  this  special  Board  meeting 
to  deal  with  matters  which  belong  to  the  Council,  entailing  considerable 
loss  of  time  and  inconvenience  to  every  member  here.”  Carried. 

Then  meeting  then  closed. 

The  members  then  joined  in  an  informal  meeting  of  the  Council  and 
discussed  the  question  of  the  printing  of  the  bye-laws  and  regulations. 


Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  New  South  Wales 
was  held  on  April  21st. 

Present — Messrs.  Butcher  (in  the  chair"),  Brothwood,  J.P.,  Marshall, 
Jones,  Short,  Williams,  and  Wells. 

MINUTES. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

A  large  number  of  letters,  outwards  and  inwards,  were  dealt  with. 

THE  WHOLESALE  HOUSES. 

The  Australian  Drug  Co.  sent  the  following  letter  : — 

“  April  9th. 

The  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Dear  Sir, — Having  observed  from  reports  in  the  Pharmacentical 
Journal  and  '  The  Chemist  and  Drugoist^  that  the  subject  of  retailing 
by  wholesale  houses  was  discussed  and  condemned  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  your  Society,  I  wish  to  state  that  I  am  entirely  in 
accord  with  the  principles  laid  ‘down  by  the  various  speakers,  and 
that,  while  directing  the  business  of  this  firm  for  the  past  ten 
years,  I  have  laid  down  the  law  very  clearly  and  strictly  on  this  point,  and 
I  am  satisfied  that  my  instructions  have  been  faithfully  carried  out. 
Mistakes  may  occur  in  the  conduct  of  an  extensive  business  through  inad¬ 
vertence,  but  we  never  knowingly  sell  retail  to  any  one,  unless  the  goods 
are  required  for  trade  purposes,  i.e.,  to  sell  again.  It  is  not  an  easy  matter 
to  sell  always  wholesale  quantities,  as  we  would  prefer  to  do,  simply 
because  our  retail  clients,  whether  chemists  or  those  in  other  trades,  send 
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US  orders  in  which  the  magic  figures  i/i2th  and  i/6th  occur  very  frequently. 
We  wish  it  were  otherwise  for  both  our  sakes,  but  we  recognise  the  fact 
that  the  only  way  to  do  business  successfully  in  these  days  of  cutting  prices 
and  depression,  is  to  work  on  smaller  stocks  and  to  keep  down  expenses. 

Referring  again  to  the  matter  of  retail  orders,  I  would  like  to  state  what 
our  system  is.  When  orders  reach  us  through  the  post,  we  invariably  refer 
them  to  the  nearest  chemist  and  state  that  we  only  do  a  wholesale  trade, 
and  I  am  sure  that  my  country  clients  will  bear  me  out  in  this.  With 
cash  customers  in  Sydney,  it  is  very  difficult  to  ensure  accuracy,  but  we 
unhesitatingly  state  that  our  wish  is  not  to  supply  retail,  and  every  care  is 
taken  to  avoid  doing  so.  Having  set  our  faces  against  doing  a  retail  trade, 
and  endeavouring  conscientiously  to  work  purely  on  wholesale  lines,  we 
don’t  like  to  be  classed  among  ‘  wholesale  houses  doing  a  retail  business,’ 
and  I  shall  be  glad  if  you  will  kindly  bring  this  matter  before  the  members 
of  your  Society.  I  am,  &c., 

F.  Kemp,  Managing  Director. 

Mr.  Brothwood  said  a  reply  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Kemp.  In  the 
first  place,  it  was  stated  that  mistakes  might  occur  through  inadvertence, 
but  he  failed  to  see  how  that  could  be.  If  the  employees  were  instructed 
only  to  supply  goods  in  wholesale  quantities,  there  could  be  no  inadver¬ 
tence.  The  letter  said  the  firm  did  not  sell  unless  for  trade  purposes,  but 
how  could  the  employees  know  that  ?  In  the  reply  it  could  be  pointed 
out  that  there  should  be  some  rule  in  regard  to  retailing  over  the  counter, 
and  something  fixed  as  to  a  wholesale  quantity.  He  moved  that  a  reply, 
be  sent. 

The  Council  were  prepared  to  say  what  they  considered  a  wholesale 
quantity.  The  firm  in  question  need  not  sell  a  i/i2th  or  a  i/fith,  and  it 
was  clear  that  such  quantities  were  not  worth  supplying. 

Mr.  Brothwood  thought  they  had  an  opportunity  of  pointing  out  the 
remedy,  and  it  was  their  duty  to  point  out  where  injustice  was  being  done. 

Mr.  Williams  said  the  letter  was  very  important.  Nurses  could 
purchase  an  enema,  or  anything  required  for  the  sick  room,  from  the 
wholesale  houses.  The  firms  in  question  should  regard  their  status  in  a 
more  dignified  manner  than  to  compete  with  the  chemists.  It  was  unkind 
of  the  wholesale  houses  to  retail  to  the  public  at  the  same  prices  that  the 
chemists  had  to  pay  for  wholesale  quantities.  Only  that  morning  a  boy 
came  to  his  shop  for  a  ^  lb.  of  a  certain  article  for  cordial  making,  stating 
that  he  was  only  prepared  to  pay  is.  6d.  for  it,  the  same  as  he  paid  Elliott 
Bros.  He  also  knew  for  a  fact  that  a  person  was  supplied  with  one  pound 
of  linseed  meal  for  qd.  from  a  certain  wholesale  house.  He  seconded  the 
proposal  to  send  a  letter  to  the  Australian  Drug  Co.,  and  considered  they 
had  adopted  the  proper  course. 

Mr.  Jones  regarded  the  letter  as  a  most  courteous  one.  He  strongly 
urged  a  deputation  to  the  wholesale  firms  without  delay. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 
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ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

President. — On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  seconded  by  Mr.  Williams, 
Mr.  Charles  Butcher  was  elected  President. 

Mr.  Williams  said  that  during  his  two  years  of  office  Mr.  Bellemey  had 
added  lustre  to  the  position.  He  had  been  most  energetic  in  his  efforts  to 
further  the  interests  of  chemists  as  a  whole  all  over  the  colony.  There 
was  no  doubt  that  the  new  President  would  uphold  the  dignity  of  the  office, 
and  he  had  the  capability,  energy,  and  good  wishes  of  all  the  members. 

Mr.  Butcher,  in  returning  thanks,  said  he  took  the  chair  without  any 
diffidence  whatever,  knowing  he  would  have  the  support  of  the  members  of 
the  Council.  He  had  two  excellent  ideals  in  the  ex-President  and  Mr. 
Brothwood,  and  would  do  his  best  to  act  up  to  them. 

Vice-President. — Mr.  Brothwood,  in  moving  that  Mr.  L.  P.  Williams 
be  appointed  Vice-President,  spoke  of  the  valuable  and  able  attention  he 
had  given  to  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Marshall  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Williams,  who  was  unanimously  elected,  remarked  that  it  was  the 
first  time  he  had  accepted  office,  and  nothing  would  be  amiss  on  his  part 
to  show  his  appreciation  of  the  honour.  They  were  entering  upon  one  of 
the  most  momentous  years  in  the  history  of  the  Society,  and  he  would 
assist  in  every  possible  way  to  bring  about  certain  pressing  matters.  They 
had  the  energy,  ability  and  integrity,  and  he  hoped  to  see  the  year  marked 
by  great  Pharmaceutical  events. 

Treasurer. — On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  seconded  by  Mr.  Short, 
Mr.  W.  G.  Jones  was  elected  Hon.  Treasurer,  and  suitably  returned  thanks. 

Finance  Committee. — Messrs.  Wells,  Short  and  Willows  were 
appointed  the  Finance  Committee. 

Library  and  Museum  Committee. — Messrs.  Brothwood,  Marshall, 
Beard  and  Withers  were  appointed. 

General  Purposes  Committee. — It  was  decided  that  the  full 
Council  should  constitute  this  Committee.

MR.  BROINOWSKl’s  REPORT. 

The  report  prepared  by  Mr.  Broinowski,  and  agreed  to  by  his  ' 
co-lecturers — Messrs.  Dixon  and  Cooley — in  the  College  of  Pharmacy, 
&c.,  was  brought  up  for  approval. 

Mr.  Brothwood  moved- — “  That  the  report  be  received,  and  a 
sub-committee  appointed  to  consider  it.”  It  was  a  very  important  subject, 
and  its  ultimate  object  was  to  bring  it  before  the  Premier,  with  a  view  to 
secure  better  teaching  and  laboratory  accommodation.  It  was  useless 
trying  to  extend  or  alter  the  present  laboratory  to  suit  requirements  ;  there 
was  only  room  for  eight  students.  It  was  out  of  the  question  to  think  of 
spending  any  money  on  it,  and,  since  inspecting  the  University  laboratory, 
he  was  more  convinced  than  ever  as  to  the  necessity  for  better  provision. 
The  question  was,  whether  the  Council  ought  to  interview  the  Premier  at 
once,  or  wait  and  see  if  there  was  any  chance  ot  the  Bill  being  passed  into 
law.  He  was  strongly  opposed  to  the  idea  of  going  to  the  Technical 
College,  because  they  did  not  want  Pharmacy  tuition  to  go  out  of  their 
hands  in  any  way.  In  every  country  in  the  world  the  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  had  control  of  their  own  Colleges. 

Mr.  Williams  seconded  the  motion.  There  were  one  or  two  things 
in  the  report  he  did  not  quite  like,  but,  on  the  whole,  it  was  correct.  He 
did  not  agree  with  the  suggestion  that  the  students  should  take  Chemistry 
and  Botany  in  one  year,  and  the  other  subjects  in  the  second  year ; 
neither  did  he  agree  with  the  remarks  that  the  knowledge  acquired  in 
shops  was  non-systematic  and  imperfect.  Mr.  Broinowski  had  not  had 
experience  of  shops  to  enable  him  to  make  such  assertions ;  his  knowledge 
must  be  superficial  as  to  the  training  in  pharmacies. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

PRINTING  THE  BYE-LAWS. 

A  lengthy  conversational  discussion  ensued  re  the  printing  of  500 
copies  of  the  altered  bye-laws,  and  dissent  was  expressed  on  the  action  of 
a  member  having  ordered  the  printing  without  the  full  authority  of  the 
Council.  The  proofs  were  before  the  meeting,  but  no  cognisance  was 
taken  of  them.  The  feeling  was  one  of  dissatisfaction,  and  after  thrashing 
the  whole  subject  (one  really  of  a  semi-private  character),  the  following 
notice  of  motion  was  given  : — 

By  Mr.  Marshall,  seconded  by  Mr  Wells — “  that  the  alterations  to  the 
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bye-laws  which  have  been  adopted'  by  the  Council  be  printed  on  a  separate 
slip,  and  inserted  in  the  copies  of  the  bye-laws  in  stock.” 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Mr.  Marshall,  it  was 
agreed — “that  the  documents  (proofs)  forwarded  by  the  printer  be  returned, 
with  a  request  for  an  explanation.” 

PROPOSED  PETITION  TO  PARLIAMENT. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  a  letter  and  petition  adopted  for  circulation 
amongst  the  members  of  the  trade,  to  be  presented  to  Parliament  when  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  is  brought  forward  in  the  House : — 

“  Sir, — In  view  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  being  brought  before  the  next 
Session  of  Parliament,  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  New 
South  Wales  have  thought  it  advisable  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  Govern¬ 
ment  by  presenting  a  petition  to  Parliament,  signed,  if  possible,  by  all 
registered  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  New  South  Wales,  and  other  residents 
of  your  district.  This  petition  will  state  in  a  few  concise  words  the  chief 
points  of  the  Bill,  and  the  necessity  of  substituting  the  same  for  the  present 
faulty  Poisons  Act,  showing  the  danger  accrueing  to  the  health  and  lives  of 
^  the  public  under  the  present  system,  pointing  out  that  any  one  can  carry  on 
a  business  as  a  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  without  the  slightest  qualification, 
and  further  clearly  stating  what  qualifications  a  person  should  possess  to 
have  the  sole  right  to  call  himself  a  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  hand  you  enclosed  a  form,  and  to  ask  you 
to  be  good  enough  to  attach  your  own  signature  to  it,  and  to  obtain  as 
many  signatures  as  possible  of  residents  of  your  district,  after  which  I  shall 
feel  obliged  if  you^will  kindly  return  the  form  for  the  purpose  of  attaching 
it  to  the  petition,  to  be  presented  to  Parliament  at  an  early  date. 

I  have  pleasure  in  enclosing  copy  of  the  petition,  the  original  of  which 
will  be  placed  in  the  Secretary’s  office,  7  Richmond  Terrace,  Domain, 
Sydney,  from  to  for  the  signatures  of 

all  gentlemen  who  will  be  able  to  personally  attach  their  signatures.

[Copy  of  Petition.] 

To  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  and  the  Honourable  Members  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  : — 

The  undersigned  residents  of  New  South  Wales  beg  to  submit  the 
following  petition,  namely  : — That  you  will  support  the  Pharmacy  Bill  as 
proposed  by  Government.  The  Poisons  Act  now  in  force  is  altogether 
insufficient  and  faulty.  In  all  civilized  countries  it  is  recognised  that  a 
special  training  is  required  to  allow  a  person  to  establish  a  business  as 
Chemist  land  Druggist.  This  colony  is  about  the  only  British  possession 
which  has  no  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  where,  under  the  present  Poison’s  Act, 
anyone  without  the  slightest  knowledge  can  carry  on  a  business  as  Chemist 
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and  Druggist.  The  frightful  consequences  of  this  fact  stand  glaringly 
before  everyone. 

The  proposed  Bill  will  exactly  state  what  training,  and  which  qualifi 
cations  are  required  to  allow  persons  to  call  themselves  chemists,  and  to 
act  as  such,  and  nobody  else  shall  be  allowed  to  do  so. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  elected  in  the  first  instance  by  Government, 
will  have  the  duty  and  the  power  to  supervise  the  education  of  young 
pharmacists ;  to  examine  them,  to  enquire  into  the  qualifications  of 
applicants,  and  to  grant  or  refuse  licenses.  The  present  Poisons  Act  does 
not  allow  the  Board  to  register  chemists  unless  they  have  passed  the 
examinations  of  this  Board,  or  are  pharmaceutical  chemists  of  Great 
Britain,  or  members  or  licentiates  of  the  Apothecaries’  Halls  of  London 
and  Dublin.  '*l’herefore,  fully  qualified  chemists  from  other  British 
colonies  or  other  countries  are  unable  to  obtain  registration  here.  The 
proposed  Bill  will  give  the  Board  power  to  recognise  other  fully  qualified 
men. 

Power  will  be  given  to  the  Board  to  administer  the  Pharmacy  Bill, 
and  to  prosecute  offenders,  which,  at  present,  can  only  be  done  through 
the  medium  of  the  police. 

The  Bill  regulates  the  duties  of  the  Board  and  their  servants. 

The 'Board  will  be  authorised  to  receive  certain  fees,  and  to  use  the 
money  for  the  payment  of  their  servants,  &c.,  who  will  be  appointed  by 
them.  The  Board  will  have  the  power  to  make  regulations  in  a  certain 
limited  direction  •  and  will  also  have  to  make  reports  to  the  Colonial 
Treasurer  at  certain  periods,  which  reports  will  be  laid  before  both  Houses 
of  Parliament. 

Your  petitioners  ask  your  support  for  this  Pharmacy  Bill,  and,  as  in 
duty  bound,  will  always  pray.

BYE-LAW  AMENDMENTS. 

The  following  words,  being  the  last  paragraph  in  Synopsis  of  Examina¬ 
tion  No.  I,  Pharmacy  Board  regulations,  have  been  substituted  for  the 
final  paragraph  in  the  bye-laws  of  the  Society  “  If  the  candidate  lodges 
a  certificate  that  he  has,  at  a  matriculation  examination,  passed  in  the 
above  or  corresponding  subjects,  he  shall  not  be  required  to  pass  this 
examination,  provided  the  university,  school  or  college,  at  which  he  has 
passed  the  examination,  is  approved  of  by  this  Board.'’  The  Official 
Organ  of  the  Society. — The  Bye-law  concerning  the  publication  of  a 
journal  was  altered  to  read  “  Australasia’’  in  place  of  “New  South  Wales.” 

The  meeting  then  closed.

Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.,  Ltd.,  have  removed  the  manufacturing 
department  of  their  laboratory  to  a  building  at  Balmain  specially 
erected  for  the  purpose  ;  the  space  occupied  previously  by  this  portion 
of  the  business  at  O’Connell-street  is  now  being  fitted  up  as  a  scientific 
laboratory  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  John  Elliott,  where  every 
preparation  will  be  standardised  and  tested  before  being  issued  to  the 
warehouse.  Mr.  Fred  Wright  is  in  charge  of  the  laboratory  at  Balmain. 
When  the  whole  of  the  arrangements  are  completed,  it  is  the  intention  of 
Messrs.  Elliott  Bros,  to  invite  the  members  of,  and  those  connected  with 
the  trade  to  inspect  the  buildings,  apparatus,  &c.,  employed.  They  hope 
to  be  in  a  position  to  do  so  in  two  or  three  months  time. 

Mysterious  Poisoning  Cases. — Two  instances  of  poisoning 
have  occurred  during  the  last  fortnight,  which  can  only  be  attributed  to 
putrefactory  matter,  the  surrounding  circumstances  seem  to  point  to 
nothing  else  as  the  agent,  one  at  Gunnedah,  and  the  other  at  Muswell- 
brook.  The  details  of  the  former  are  as  follows.  A  family  of  four  named 
Hoy  partook  of  some  brawn  and  became  seriously  ill.  Dr.  Watson  was  sent 
for,  who  pronounced  it  a  case  of  ptomain  poisoning.  Dr.  Lee  was  called 
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in  consultation  ;  he  had  little  hopes  of  the  recovery  of  the  daughter  and 
youngest  son.  At  8  p.m.  the  daughter  died,  and  six  hours  afterwards  the  son 
passed  away.  At  Muswellbrook,  some  30  persons  who  were  attending  the 
show,  became  violently  indisposed.  Dr.  Greigson  who  was  called  in 
attendance  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  sickness  was  animal  poisoning  caused 
by  partaking  of  meat  in  an  advanced  stage  of  decomposition.  Other 
patients  ascribe  their  illness  to  having  partaken  of  bad  water  during  the 
dinner.  Miss  Nepvour  of  Aberdeen  was  in  a  very  bad  state,  but  now  she 
is  out  of  danger.  Her  mother  and  sister  were  amongst  the  victims. 
Senior-sergeant  Forrest,  Senior-constable  Harrison  and  Constables  Williams, 
M‘Curley  and  Hewitt  were  also  in  a  very  bad  state. 

The  Council  Annual  Elections.— In  keeping  with  the  rules 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Annual  Election  of  officers  for  the 
ensuing  twelve  months  took  place  at  the  ordinary  monthly  meeting  of  its 
Council  on  the  21st.  The  meeting,  though  fully  representative,  was  shorn 
of  some  interest  by  the  unavoidable  absence  of  Mr.  R,  T.  Bellemey,  the 
President,  and  Messrs.  Beard  and  Withers.  The  intentions  of  the  Council 
however,  were  in  no  sense  affected,  as  members  had  made  up  their  minds 
in  the  appointment  of  the  new  officers.  By  unanimous  votes,  Mr.  Charles 
Butcher  was  elected  President,  Mr.  L.  P.  Williams,  J.P.,  Vice-President, 
and  Mr.  W.  G.  Jones  Hon.  Treasurer.  In  nominating  Mr.  Butcher,  Mr. 
Wells  and  Mr.  Williams,  the  mover  and  seconder,  paid  a  very  high  tribute 
to  his  genial  qualities,  ability,  and  special  fitness  for  the  occupancy  of  the 
chair.  The  ex-President,  he  remarked,  had,  during  his  two  years  of  office, 
added  lustre  to  the  position,  being  most  assiduous  in  his  efforts  to  advance 
the  interests  of  pharmacists  generally.  He  said  he  was  convinced  that 
Mr.  Butcher,  who  had  the  co-operation  of  all,  would  fulfil  his  duties  with 
equal  distinction.  Mr.  Butcher  made  a  neat  speech  in  reply.  Mr.  Broth- 
wood,  J.P.,  spoke  in  elegant  terms  of  Mr.  Williams,  whose  modest  manner 
had  always  previously  interfered  with  the  wish  of  the  Council  to  place  him 
in  high  office.  Mr.  Williams  made  an  appropriate  speech  in  reply,  remind¬ 
ing  the  Council  that  they  were  entering  upon  a  year  more  momentous  to 
Pharmacy  in  N.S.W.  than  ever  before  experienced,  and  hoped  when  the 
next  annual  election  day  came  round  they  would  have  something  on  the 
statute  book  worthy  of  mutual  congratulations.  Mr.  W.  G.  Jones,  who 
has  been  the  Hon.  Treasurer  for  two  years  past,  accepted  the  post  for  the 
third  time  with  becoming  grace.  The  election  of  the  different  Committees 
followed,  and  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  meeting.

absolute  certain  sign  of  death,  though  it  is  claimed  that  the  cooling  off  of 
the  body  below  a  certain  temperature  is  absolutely  infallible.  Dr.  Bouchut 
says,  that  when  the  thermometer  under  the  osilla  goes  below  68°,  or  below 
72°  F  in  the  corities,  death  is  certain.”

CHEMISTS’  GRIEVANCES. 

i 

( To  the  Editor.) 

Sir, — I  have  read  the  speeches  of  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  with  great  interest,  especially  with  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Act. 
Everyone  must  admit  that  the  chemists  of  N.S.W.  have  a  very  solid 
grievance,  and  the  absence  of  a  Pharmacy  Act  in  a  colony  which  ought  to 
lead  in  these  matters  is  very  much  to  be  deplored.  I  have  been  travelling 
through  N.S.W.  recently,  and  it  has  been  a  perfect  eye  opener  to  me.  I 
am  quite  amazed  at  the  number  of  unqualified  and  unregistered  men 
carrying  on  business  in  this  colony.  I  could  hardly  go  to  a  town  of  any 
importance  but  I  would  find  an  unqualified  man,  and  also  having  branches 
managed  by  unqualified  men  too,  some  of  them  mere  youths.  Also 
storekeepers  in  possession  of  poison  licenses  where  there  are  two  chemists 
in  the  township ;  both  chemists  are  branches  managed  by  unqualified 
youths.  Who  is  to  blame  for  this  state  of  things  ?  I  have  my,  doubts  as 
to  the  legal  standing  of  the  Pharmacy  Board.  I  have  spoken  to  legal  men, 
barristers  and  solicitors,  and  they  have  informed  that  unless  the  Pharmacy 
Board  is  backed  by  a  Pharmacy  Act,  they  are  practically  non  est,  they  have 
no  power  to  prosecute  anyone,  and  that  the  “  Sale  of  Poisons  Act  ”  is 
inert,  and  the  most  absurd  piece  of  legislation  that  has  ever  been  passed. 
The  Pharmacy  Act,  and  no  other  Act,  gives  power  and  legal  standing  to 
the  Pharmacy  Board.  Now  I  come  to  the  burning  question,  “Who  are  to 
be  recognised  when  the  Pharmacy  Act  passes?”  There  are  about  437 
unqualified  or  unregistered  men  in  N.S.W.  Now  comes  the  question, 
“  Who  is  to  be  registered  ?  ”  First,  there  are  men  fully  qualified  to  carry, 
on  business,  who  hold  English  and  colonial  certificates,  men  who  have  had 
over  twenty  years  experience,  some  who  are  in  business  on  their  own 
account,  some  not.  Secondly,  there  are  some  who  have  no  qualification 
whatever,  and  have  never  sought  it;  some  of  these  are  in  business  on  their 
own  account,  some  are  not.  Then  there  are  the  flotsam  and  jetsam  of 
pharmacy,  dispensing  for  medical  men,  gold  mining  companies,  &c.,  who 
will  seek  registration.  I  consider  the  men  in  the  flnt  class  ought  to  be 
recognised  (holding  diplomas)  whether  in  business  or  not.  As  to  the 
second  class,  I  leave  it  to  the  tender  mercy  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  or  a 
clause  should  be  inserted  in  the  Act  similar  to  the  Victorian  Act,  as 
follows  : — “  Any  person  who  has  been  apprentice,  assistant,  or  in  business 
before  1876  shall  be  entitled  to  registration,”  or  words  to  that  effect.

Dear  Sir, — Having  observed  from  reports  in  the  Phar77iactutical 
/our7ial  Sind  the  Chemist  aTzd  Druggist  0/  Australasia,  that  the  subject  of 
Retailing  by  the  Wholesale  Drug  Houses”  was  discussed  and  condemned 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  your  Society,  I  wish  to  state  that  I  am  entirely  in 
accord  with  the  principles  laid  down  by  the  various  speakers,  and  that, 
while  directing  the  business  of  this  firm  for  the  past  ten  years,  I  have  laid 
down  the  law  very  clearly  and  strictly  on  this  point,  and  I  am  satisfied  that 
my  instructions  have  been  faithfully  carried  out.  Mistakes  may  occur  in 
the  conduct  of  an  extensive  business  through  inadvertance,  but  we  never 
knowingly  sell  retail  to  any  one  unless  the  goods  are  required  for  trade 
purposes,  i.e.,  to  sell  again.  It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  sell  always 
wholesale  quantities,  as  we  would  prefer  to  do,  simply  because  our  retail 
clients,  whether  chemists  or  those  in  other  trades,  send  us  orders  in  which 
the  magic  figures  i/i2th  or  i/6th  occur  very  frequently.  We  wish  it  were 
otherwise  for  both  our  sakes,  but  we  recognise  the  fact  that  the  only  way  to 
do  business  successfully  in  these  days  of  cutting  prices  and  depression  is  to 
work  on  smaller  stocks,  and  to  keep  down  expenses. 

Referring  again  to  the  matter  of  retail  orders,  I  would  like  to  state 
what  our  system  is.  When  orders  reach  us  through  the  post,  we  invariably 
refer  them  to  the  nearest  chemist,  and  state  that  we  only  do  a  wholesale 
trade,  and  1  am  sure  that  our  country  clients  will  bear  me  out  in  this. 
With  cash  customers  in  Sydney  it  is  more  difficult  to  ensure  complete 
accuracy,  but  we  unhesitatingly  state  that  our  wish  is  not  to  supply  retail, 
and  every  care  is  taken  to  avoid  doing  so.  Having  set  our  face  against 
doing  a  retail  trade,  and  endeavoured  conscientiously  to  work  purely  on 
wholesale  lines,  we  do  not  like  to  be  classed  among  “  Wholesale  Houses 
doing  a  retail  business,”  and  I  shall  be  glad  if  you  will  kindly  bring  this 
letter  before  the  members  of  your  Society.

Lawrence  (Vice-President),  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  fair  attendance  of 
members.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 
Mr.  A.  E.  Sharpe  withdrew  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Committeei 
having  made  arrangements  for  attending  meetings,  etc.  One  new  member 
was  elected.  It  was  resolved  that  the  third  Annual  Ball  oi  the  Association 
be  held  in  the  Paddington  Town  Hall  early  in  July.  The  meeting  termin¬ 
ated  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman  at  10  p.m. 

The  New  South  JWales  Chemists’  Assistants’  Cricket  Club  played  a 
match  at  Sans  Souci  on  the  27th  ult.  against  a  team  from  the  Electric 
Telegraph  Department,  G.P.O.,  which  resulted  in  a  win  for  the  “lightning 
dodgers”  by  about  50  runs.  Messrs.  Rushton,  Wearne,  and  Rogers 
carried  off  both  batting  and  bowling  honours.  This  is  the  first  defeat  the 
Assistants  have  suffered  since  having  a  full  team,  and  they  are  very  anxious 
for  the  return  match,  as  they  feel  confident  of  turning  the  tables  on  the 
victors. 

The  date  of  the  third  Annual  Ball  is  definitely  fixed  for  the  8th  of  July. 


THE  UKABARLEY  POISONING  CASE. 

Before  Mr.  Justice  Cohen,  Elizabeth  Miller  was  charged  with  murdering 
her  husband  at  Ukabarley,  near  Coonabarabran,  on  the  19th  February,  by 
administering  strychnine.  The  prisoner,  who  is  a  miserable-looking  woman* 
45  years  of  age,  although  possessing  means,  declined  to  engage  counsel,  and 
was  undefended.  The  case  for  the  Crown,  as  detailed  by  Mr..  E.  Scholes, 
the  Crown  Prosecutor,  was  that  the  prisoner  walked  into  Coonabarabran  on 
the  evening  of  the  19th  February  to  order  a  coffin  for  her  husband,  who, 
she  said,  had  died  suddenly.  As  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  case 
were  suspicious,  the  police  carefully  investigated  them.  The  accused,  on 
being  questioned,  denied  having  any  poison  in  the  house,  but  admitted 
having  poisoned  a  cat  and  a  dog  before  leaving  home,  ostensibly  for  fear 
that  they  might  mutilate  the  deceased’s  body.  A  search  of  the  house 
resulted  in  strychnine  being  found  in  several  places  in  accused’s  bedroomi 
which  was  separate  from  that  of  her  husband,  and  when  she  was  arrested 
more  strychnine  was  found  in  a  purse  in  her  pocket.  She  gave  contradic¬ 
tory  accounts  of  where  she  procured  the  poison,  and  had  said  to  one 
witness  that  people  would  think  she  had  poisoned  the  deceased.  The  most 
remarkable  circumstance  was  that  no  motive  could  be  assigned  for  the 
crime.  A  large  number  of  witnesses  was  examined,  including  Sergeant 
.  Myers  and  Constable  Moylan,  of  Coonabarabran,  Dr.  F'ales,  who  performed 
the  post-mortem  examination,  Mr.  Hamlet,  Government  Analyst,  who 
analysed  the  stomach,  and  found  a  quantity  of  strychnine  therein  ;  and 
several  others.  The  prisoner  called  no  evidence,  and  declined  to  make  any 
statement.  His  Honor  summed  up,  after  which  the  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  guilty,  and  sentence  of  death  was  passed. 
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ACONITE. 


The  police  reported  to  the  Coroner  on  April  15th  the  death  of  an  elderly 
man  named  John  Wright,  who  died  whilst  being  taken  to  the  Sydney 
Hospital  suffering  from  the  effects  of  poison.  The  deceased  resided  at  16“ 

Railway- place,  at  which  address  he  was  discovered  •early  this  morning 
lying  in  his  room  in  a  semi-conscious  state.  He  was  at  once  removed  to 

the  Sydney  Hospital,  but  died  on  the  way  thither.  The  deceased,  who 
was  71  years  of  age,  is  believed  to  have  taken  an  overdose  of  tincture  of 
aconite. 

An  inquest  was  held,  at  which  evidence  was  given  that  the  deceased 
took  a  liniment  containing  aconite  in  mistake  for  brandy.  The  Govern" 
ment  Pathologist  testified  to  making  a  post-mortem  examination,  and 
finding  death  was  due  to  aconite  poisoning 


THE  POISON  OP  THE  PLATYPUS. 


Drs.  Martin  &  Tidswell,  of  the  Sydney  University,  have  been  making 
some  investigations  into  the  poison  contained  in  the  femoral  gland  and 
spur  of  the  ornithorbyneas  paradoxes.  From  a  paper  written  by  these 
gentlemen  on  the  subject,  we  glean  the  following: — '“The  glands  are 
situated  one  on  each  side  in  the  gluteal  regioti ;  they  are  comparatively 
large,  and  communicate  with  a  canal  in  the  spur  by  a  duct  which  runs 
down  the  leg.  ‘  Striking  ’  is  probably  effected  by  the  action  of  the  power¬ 
ful  gluteus  maximus  muscle.  The  exact  mechanism  brought  into  play  iti 
the  injection  of  the  secretion  is  not  determined,  but  is,  no  doubt,  aided  by 
a  layer  of  involuntary  muscle  found  in  the  capsule.  Native  tradition,  and 
some  recorded  cases  of  the  effects  following  on  wounds  by  the  spur,  sup- 
port  the  idea  that  the  apparatus  constitutes  a  powerful  weapon  of  offence. 
The  symptoms  which  have  been  observed  in  man  are  almost  immediate 
swelling,  oedema  spreading  from  the  part  stung,  drowsiness,  cold  sweats, 
and  vomiting,  followed  by  masked  depression.  The  illness  produced 
generally  necessitates  some  days  in  bed,  whilst  the  local  effect  may  only 

disappear  after  some  weeks.  No  fatal  effects  in  man  have  been  recorded, 
but  several  dogs  have  been  killed  by  the  poison.  The  same  train  of 
symptoms  has  been  observed  in  all  the  recorded  cases.  The  effects  are 
different  from  those  following  ordinary  septic  wounds  from  claws  of 
animals,  and  suppuration  of  the  spur  wounds  has  not  been  noticed.  The 
effects  of  platypus  wounds  is  therefore  specific,  and  presents  analogies  to 
that  of  snake-bite.  Chemical  investigation  of  the  secretion  showed  that  it 
was  a  solution  of  proteids  (albumin  and  proteos).

In  reference  to  the  action  lately  brought  by  the  architect  for  his 
commission  in  connection  with  the  additions  to  the  buildings  of  the 
College,  the  Secretary  reported  that  notice  of  appeal  against  the 
decision  had  been  lodged.  The  solicitors  acting  for  the  plaintiff  had, 
however,  now  abandoned  the  appeal,  and  agreed  to  discontinue  any 
further  action,  on  payment  of  the  amount  of  the  verdict,  ^26  15s., 
without  costs.  It  was  resolved  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Witt,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Owen,  that  the  amount  be  paid. 

A  COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY  FOR  WESTERN  AUSTRALIA. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Society  of  Western  Australia,  asking  for  information  as 
to  the  grant  from  the  Government,  the  building,  and  the  land  on 
which  it  stood.  The  Secretary  stated  that  the  information  had  been 
supplied. 

The  monthly  financial  statement  and  accounts  were  passed,  and 
the  ordinary  correspondence  read  and  dealt  with. 


QUEENSLAND. 

Pharmacy  Board. 

Special  meeting  held  2nd  March,  1896.  Present — Messrs.  Watkins 
(President),  Chater,  Denham,  Taylor,  and  the  Registrar.  This  was  a 
special  meeting  called  to  consider  applications  from  candidates  for  examin¬ 
ation,  viz.,  A.  W.  J.  Wright  and  Wm.  Mortimer  (Professional),  and  H. 
Aitcheson  and  W.  H.  Green  (Preliminary),  approved.  The  Board  also 
authorised  a  special  preliminary  examination  to  be  held  subsequently  to 
the  quarterly  examinations  in  the  case  of  H.  Aitcheson,  the  circumstances 
of  his  case  being  exceptional.  It  transpired  that  having  come  from  Towns¬ 
ville  to  Brisbane  to  prepare  for  the  examination,  his  studies  were  interrupted, 

he  having  to  return  to  Townsville  owing  to  illness  of  his  wife. 

/ 

Another  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  12th  March,  when  the 
following  were  present : — Messrs.  Watkins  (President),  Field,  Taylor, 
Thomason,  Denham,  and  the  Registrar. 

The  minutes  of  two  previous  meetings  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Diploma  issued  :  The  seal  of  the  Board  was  affixed  to  diploma 
of  Robert  Sutherland,  Leichhardt,  Sydney.  Mr.  G  S.  Wragg,  of  Croydon, 
wrote  asking  if  the  Pharmacy  Act  permitted  a  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  who  lived  in  a  distant  pait  of  the  colony,  to  carry  on  a  branch 
business  in  the  charge  of  an  unqualified  person.  The  Board  regretted 
that  it  was  permissable,  notwithstanding  the  representations  had  been  made 
to  the  Government  on  the  subject.  The  examiners  announced  that 
William  Mortimer  had  passed  the  professional  examination.  Another 
candidate  failed.  In  the  preliminary  examination  one  candidate  has  been 
examined  at  Townsville,  but  the  papers  at  the  date  of  meeting  were  not  to 
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band.  Indentures  transferred  :  William  Greer  from  the  Thomason  Bros. 
Co.,  Brisbane,  to  William  Saunders,  of  Mitchell. 

The  Registrar  presented  a  report  on  the  appearance  ot  a  business 
which  it  was  considered  might  be  carried  on  in  contravention  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  A  preparation  which  had  been  purchased  was  submitted. 
The  matter  was  postponed  to  next  meeting. 

It  was  decided  that  the  regulations  as  amended,  with  reference  to  the 
payment  of  half  fees,  would  be  strictly  adhered  to. 

Messrs.  Denham  and  Thomason  were  appointed  a  Committee  to 
report  on  the  Board’s  examining  material.  The  Treasurer’s  report  for 
February  was  received,  and  usual  financial  business  was  transacted. 


The  Month. — Business  has  been  greatly  upset  by  the  general 
elections  and  the  holidays.  The  practice  in  Queensland  of  extending  the 
polling  ever  four  weeks  instead  of  holding  all  the  elections  on  one  day  is  a 
most  unsatisfactory  one  in  every  way,  but  especially  so  from  a  business 
man’s  point  of  view,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  by  the  time  another  general 
■election  comes  round  this  reform  will  have  been  secured.  As  was 
anticipated,  the  Government  have  come  back  with  a  substantial  majority. 
The  three  chemists  who  offered  their  services  to  their  country  were  not  all 
•snapped  up,  but  they  nevertheless  made  a  very  respectable  fight.  Mr. 
Dalrymple,  Minister  for  Education,  was  returned  at  the  head  of  the  poll 
for  Mackay.  Mr.  Gough  was  defeated  for  Carnarvon  by  the  sitting 
member,  a  lawyer — Mr.  Foxton.  The  contest  was,  however,  a  close  one, 
and  at  the  principal  centre  of  the  electorate,  Goondiwindi,  where  Mr. 
Gough  secured  a  majority,  his  admirers  after  the  election  subscribed  a 
purse  of  sovereigns  towards  defraying  his  election  expenses.  Mr.  W.  J. 
Maughan,  late  Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  contested  a  seat  at 
Bundamba  in  the  labour  interest,  but  was  beaten  somewhat  easily  by  Mr. 
Thomas,  a  mine  owner.  The  fate  of  the  third  chemist  is  still  undecided, 
•as  the  total  returns  for  the  electorate  for  which  Mr.  Clowes  is  standing,  the 
Ballone,  are  not  yet  to  hand.  At  the  moment  of  writing  Mr.  Clowes  has  a 
lead  of  twenty  votes. 

Chemists’  Assistants’  Institute. — At  the  ordinary  monthly  meeting 
■of  the  Institute,  Mr.  A.  W.  Wright  tendered  his  resignation  of  the  Secre¬ 
taryship  owing  to  pressure  of  business.  The  resignation  was  accepted 
with  regret,  and  Mr.  F.  Todd  was  appointed  in  his  stead.  Mr.  J.  W. 
Ward  was  appointed  trustee  of  the  deposit  in  the  Government  Savings 
Bank. 

An  Outareak  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  Petrie  Terrace,  Brisbane,  the 
cause  of  which  so  far  has  not  been  traced,  and  the  monotonous  regularity 
in  which  cases  of  leprosy  are  brought  to  light  in  different  parts  of  the 
■colony,  cannot  be  allowed  to  pass  without  an  expression  of  strong  dissatis¬ 
faction.  The  city  water  supply  has  been  publicly  held  up  to  condemna¬ 
tion  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  medical  profession  generally.  This 
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matter  is,  however,  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Waterworks,  who  do  not 
appear  to  receive  suggestions  from  outside  in  a  particularly  friendly  spirit. 
Busines  continues  dull — all  chemists  are  agreed  on  that  point,  which  is 
worth  recording,  since  medical  men  are  proverbially  supposed  to  agree  to 
differ  on  most  things. 


SOUTH  AUSTRALIA. 


Pharmacy  Board. 

The  usual  monthly  meeting  was  held  on  Thursday,  March  20th. 
Present— Mr.  C.  S.  Hill  (in  the  chair),  and  Messrs.  Hutton,  Radcliffe, 
and  the  Registrar  (Mr.  J.  H.  Young). 

The  minutes  of  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

CORRESPONDENCE.

Read  and  dealt 
with. 

From  Dr.  Cleland,  requesting  information  regarding  materia 
medica  papers. — Supplied. 

From  Mr.  E.  A.  Sagar,  asking  permission  to  withdraw  his  entry 
for  the  modified  examination,  and  stating  his  intention  to  again  join 
the  University  classes. — Withdrawal  allowed,  and  tee  to  be  returned. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The  Registrar  reported  as  follows  — March  examinations— Pre¬ 
liminary  :  Thirteen  candidates,  six  of  whom  satisfied  the  examiners, 
namely — Maurice  Moore,  Adelaide  ;  Edward  Fisher Goyst,  Adelaide; 
Ethel  May  Button,  Adelaide  ;  Thomas  Louis  Muller,  East  Edelaide  ; 
Edward  John  Clark,  Parkside  ;  Edward  William  Pritchard,  Glenelg. 
In  reference  to  this  examination,  Mr.  G.  Sutherland,  M.A.,  the 
examiner,  wrote: — “The  papers  of  those  who  failed  to  pass  have 
been  carefully  re-examined,  without  effecting  the  results.  In  the 
case  of  D,  who  passes,  his  very  good  English  paper  atones  for  his 
being  three  marks  below  the  minimum  in  Latin  (50),  and  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  practice  of  the  University  Boards  of  Examiners,  I  have 
allowed  the  candidate  the  benefit  of  the  doubt.” — Report  approved. 

For  the  qualifying  examination  there  were  four  entries,  two  for 
the  standard  and  two  for  the  modified,  but  from  the  latter  one  candi¬ 
date  afterwards  withdrew,  with  the  Board’s  permission  for  further 
study.  The  Boaed  of  Examiners’  report  was  as  follows  : — Standard 
Examination:  dispensing,  42 ;  pharmacy,  79;  materia  medica,  75; 
chemistry,  60  ;  practical  chemistry,  71.  C,  dispensing,  70 ;  pharmacy, 
77 ;  materia  medica,  66 ;  chemistry,  84 ;  practical  chemistry,  75. 
Modified  Examination  :  B,  dispensing,  80  ;  pharmacy,  79  ;  materia 
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medica,  55,  chemistry,  31.  All  the  candidates  were  recommended  as 
successful.  Their  names  are:— A,  Clara  Mary  Flint,  Mount  Gambier; 
C,  Cyril  Havelock  Stubbs,  Moonta ;  B,  Llewelyn  Albert  Davies, 
Narracoorte.  The  report  was  approved  by  the  Board,  the  result  of 
the  examination  being  considered  very  satisfactory: 

The  consideration  of  certain  suggestions  made  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners  was  held  over  for  a  full  meeting.

TASMANIA. 


The  date  of  the  ordinary  monthly  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  falling  on  Easter  Monday,  the  meeting  was  postponed  to  the  i6th 
inst ,  consequently  the  report  of  the  monthly  meeting  could  not  reach  us 
before  going  to  press. 

Illegal  Sale  of  Medicines. — Those  who  have  carefully  read  our 
Tasmanian  news  for  the  past  few  months  will  have  noted  that  the  conduct 
of  the  Scottsdale  Pharmacy  has  recently  been  brought  under  the  notice  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  police  in  a  very  forcible  manner.  On 
March  12th  Edward  Carr  Dinham  was  charged  with  a  breach  of  the  Drugs’ 
Act,  in  having  sold  to  Henry  Clay  Watson  a  quantity  of  laudanum  at  the 
Scottsdale  Pharmacy,  he  not  being  a  duly  qualified  chemist.  The  evidence 
was  of  a  conclusive  character,  and  the  magistrates,  Mr.  C.  O’Reilly,  S.M., 
and  Captain  Holmes,  J.P.,  reserved  their  decision.  On  the  26th  ult.  the 
bench  announced  that  they  had  carefully  considered  the  evidence,  and 
were  of  opinion  that  defendant  was  guilty  of  the  offence  charged  against  him. 
A  fine  of  ;^5  and  costs  would  be  inflicted ;  in  default,  one  month’s 
imprisonment  in  the  Launceston  gaol — a  very  salutary  punishment,  and  one 
upon  which  we  congratulate  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  Superinten¬ 
dent  Harris,  who  conducted  the  prosecution.  . 

Matters  at  Scottsdale  generally,  as  between  persons  connected  with  the 
sale  and  administration  of  medicines,  seem  to  be  rather  in  a  ferment,  as  was 
lately  shown  in  the  police  court  proceedings  instituted  by  Dr.  Ick,  who 
proceeded  against  Drs.  Cheetham  and  Dinham  for  having  used  threatening 
language.  Both  defendants  were  bound  over  in  securities  to  keep  the  peace. 

The  Other  Side  of  the  Question. — Apropos  of  the  several 
paragraphs  that  have  from  time  to  time  appeared  in  our  Tasmanian  letters 
anent  cutting  prices,  and  which  might  convey  the  impression  that  Messrs. 
A.  P.  Miller  and  Son  were  the  first  to  indulge  in  the  practice,  Mr.  A.  J. 
Miller  has  called  on  us  and  requested  us  to  state  that  their  advertisement 
was  the  outcome  of  much  deliberation,  and  caused  by  numerous  complaints 
about  their  prices,  and  by  valued  customers.  On  being  told  about  the  price 
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of  certain  articles,  they  were  frequently  met  by  the  exclamation:  “  Oh  !  but 

- only  charges  such  and  such  a  price!”  or,  “We  only  pay  so  and 

so  at - ’s  I  ”  thus  showing  that  cutting  was  being  indulged  in  by  other 

chemists  in  the  town.  A  short  time  back  Messrs.  Miller  and  Son  had  a 
letter  addressed  to  them  signed  by  nearly  all  the  chemistsof  Hobart,  asking  if 
the  reductions  in  prices  were  to  continue,  or  if  they  were  only  temporary, 
to  enable  them  to  reduce  the  heavy  stock  lately  purchased  ?  This  letter  had 
the  signatures  of  several  firms  attached  who  had  (to  Messrs.  M.  and  Son’s 
absolute  knowledge)  been  charging  prices  below  the  list ;  and  some  of  the 
signatories  knew  full  well  that  M.  and  Son  had  always  kept  to  list  prices. 
But  when  customers  of  several  years  explained  that  if  they  could  not  get 
their  goods  as  cheap  as  at  other  shops,  they  would  have  to  take  their  orders 
elsewhere,  it  was  considered  time  to  take  some  steps  to  keep  business 
together — hence  the  advertisement  appearing  in  the  Hobart  papers. 

Personal. — Mr.  J.  W.  Moir,  of  Liverpool-street,  is  at  present  away  on 
the  Mainland,  enjoying  a  brief  rest  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  which  has 
been  rather  indifferent  of  late. 

Obituary. — It  is  with  extreme  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  one 
of  Hobart’s  medical  practitioners.  Dr.  Thomas  Christie  Smart,  Government 
medical  officer,  which  took  place  on  March  27th,  of  syncope.  The 
deceased  gentleman  was  over  80  years  of  age,  and  was  widely  known  and 
greatly  respected. 


NEW  ZEALAND. 


The  Ne’w  Building  Erected  by  Kempthorne,  Prosser  &  Co.,- 
Ltd  ,  on  the  reclaimed  ground,  is  now  completed.  It  is  a  handsome 
structure  of  four  stories  in  height,  built  in  brick  and  faced  with  cement ;  of 
a  style  of  architecture  approaching  the  Italian,  the  general  effect  of  which 
is  undoubtedly  pleasing.  The  foundation  rests  on  piles  of  timber  and 
concrete,  and  is  strengthened  by  two  sets  of  steel  railway  rails  going  all 
round  the  building.  The  height  to  the  top  of  the  parapet  is  50  feet,  length 
80  feet,  width  40  feet.  The  flats  are  clear  throughout,  broken  only  by  the 
iron  columns  supporting  the  floor  above.  The  basement  is  asphalted,  and 
will  be  used  for  storage  of  heavy  goods,  and  for  packing.  The  business 
part  of  the  premises  begins  with  the  first  floor,  and  is  approached  from  the 
street  by  a  flight  of  concrete  stairs,  8  feet  wide,  at  the  top  of  which  are 
half-glass  swing  doors,  and  side  and  fan  lights.  The  first  floor  contains  the 
manager’s  room,  closed  in  with  a  glass  and  timber  partition,  also  a  hand¬ 
some  curved  counter  in  polished  rimu,  partially  enclosed  with  a  glass  screen, 
behind  which  the  usual  office  fittings  will  be  arranged.  This  floor  will  be 
the  drug  and  patents  department ;  the  second  floor  will  be  appropriated  to 
sundries,  and  the  top  floor  to  light  and  bulky  goods.  The  interior  is  lined 
throughout  with  match  boards,  painted  in  different  shades  of  French  grey. 
As  the  building  is  a  corner  one,  abundance  of  light  is  secured  by  a  row  of 
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circular-headed  windows  on  two  sides.  It  is  also  plentifully  furnished  with 
gas  brackets,  gas  for  which  can  be  supplied  to  each  floor  separately,  as 
desired.  Communication  between  the  floors  is  by  an  easy  staircase  in  the 
centre,  while  goods  are  lifted  by  an  hydraulic  lift  carrying  15  cwt.,  which 
has  been  tested  by  the  inspector  of  machinery  with  a  load  of  21  cwt. ;  this 
is  fitted  with  Burt’s  patent  safety  gear,  and  when  with  a  load  of  i  ton  the 
rope  was  cut,  the  lift  only  dropped  inches.  The  height  of  the  base¬ 
ment  is  8  feet,  first  and  second  floors  12  feet,  and  top  story  10  feet.  Each 
flat  has  a  fire-place,  and  in  the  basement  are  wash-basins,  urinal,  and  two 
W.C’s.  A  portion  of  the  section  remains  unbuilt  upon,  to  be  enclosed  as 
a  yard,  available  for  extension  of  building  when  required.  The  building  is 
a  notable  addition  to  the  street  architecture  of  the  city,  and  fills  up  the 
block  between  Willeston  and  Hunter  Streets.  The  cost  of  the  structure  is 
a  little  over  pCq, 000.  Mr.  Hyslop,  of  Dunedin,  is  the  architect,  and  Mr. 
Carmichael  the  builder. 

Our  Long  Spell  of  Fine  Weather  has  come  to  an  end,  and  with 
the  downpour  of  autumnal  rains  has  come  cold  weather  and  shortened 
days — a  bad  prospect  for  the  Easter  regattas,  volunteer  encampments,  and 
out-door  festivities  that  usually  accompany  this  holiday  season.  As  a 
matter  of  course  business  suffers,  and  as  the  atmosphere  thickens  and  days 
shorten,  so  the  countenances  of  shopkeepers  lengthen.  The  Easter 
holidays,  so  far,  have  been  a  dismal  failure,  entailing  in  some  directions 
heavy  financial  losses. 

Inspectorships. — Two  months  ago  Government  invited  applications 
for  four  appointments  as  inspectors  under  “The  Alcoholic  Liquors  Control 
Amendment  Act,  1895,”  the  duties  being  to  collect  and  analyse  liquors 
sold  in  licensed  houses,  and  otherwise  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  were  duly  observed.  Up  to  this  date  only  one  appointment  has  been 
made,  that  of  Mr.  Bernard  Craycoft  Aston,  but  to  which  of  the  four  centres 
we  are  not  informed.  The  qualification  required  is  that  of  a  “  duly  quali¬ 
fied  analytical  chemist  ” — whatever  it  may  mean — and  the  salary  offered  is 
the  munificent  sum  of  ^^150  yearly,  but  ^s  the  travelling  allowances  are 
fairly  liberal,  something  better  may  be  made  of  it.  We  look  for  the 
remaining  appointments  being  filled  after  the  Easter  holidays. 

Wanted  ?■ — The  following  advertisement  has  lately  appeared  in  one 
of  our  daily  papers  : — “  Wanted,  re-engagement  by  a  married  couple  in  a 
doctor’s  establishment;  man,  groom,  &c.,  also  used  to  dispensing;  wife, 
general  work.”  I  wonder  which  of  our  medical  men  has  been  fortunate 
enough  to  secure  the  services  of  this  paragon. 

Blood-Poisoning. — Dr.  Anson,  one  of  our  busiest  and  most  popular 
medical  men,  has  been  laid  up  with  blood-poisoning,  contracted  while 
performing  a  minor  surgical  operation  some  weeks  ago. 

'  Hospital  Item. — On  the  31st  ult.,  there  were  21  cases  of  typhoid  in 
the  hospital,  but  not  a  single  death  has  resulted  from  this  disease  during 
this  season. 
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Asylum  Inquiry. — An  inquiry  was  commenced  at  Dunedin  on  the 
31st  ult.,  before  Judge  Ward,  into  the  management  of  the  Ashburn  Hall 
Private  Asylum,  the  investigation  being  the  outcome  of  the  death  of  C.  H. 
Macalister,  of  Invercargill,  chemist  and  druggist,  a  patient,  who  committed 
suicide  in  the  institution  on  the  14th  February  last.  The  main  charges 
are  improper  treatment  and  insufficient  attendance  ;  that,  after  deceased 
had  inflicted  on  himself  the  wound  from  which  he  ultimately  died,  no 
sufficient  means  were  taken  to  relieve  his  suffering,  and,  therefore,  to 
prevent  his  death  ;  also,  general  charges  as  to  the  management  of  the 
institution.  Mr.  MacGregor,  in  opening  the  case,  said  there  was  no 
suggestion  of  brutal  physical  ill-treatment  or  anything  of  that  sort ;  but 
what  was  suggested  was  that  the  same  fault  that  ran  right  through  the 
private  asylum  system  obtained  here— namely,  that  the  profit  of  the 
proprietors  was  made  the  primary  object  of  the  institution,  and  not  the 
welfare  and  restoration  to  mental  health  of  the  patients.  The  inquiry  is 
likely  to  last  some  time. 

Dissolution  of  Partnership. — The  partnership  hitherto  existing 
between  Messrs.  Maddox,  Ancell  &  Co.,  trading  as  drug  and  indent  mer¬ 
chants,  has  been  dissolved  by  mutual  consent  The  business  will,  in 
future,  be  conducted  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Maddox,  under  the  style  of  F.  W. 
Maddox  &  Co.,  in  the  premises  occupied  by  the  late  firm  in  Farish-street. 
The  new  firm  will,  for  the  present,  retain  the  services  of  Mr.  Ancell. 


WHO  OWNS  THE  PRESCRIPTION. 


A  GOOD  deal  of  interest  has  been  excited  in  the  United  States  among 
pharmacists  as  regard  to  the  ownership  of  filled  prescriptions.  We 
quote  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Era,  November,  1890,  which  says,  “  The 
Ownership  of  the  Prescription  has  been  settled  by  law  in  New  York, 
Massachusetts  and  a  few  other  States.  They  all  give  the  prescription  to 
the  druggist.  Some  time  ago  a  judge  of  a  court  in  Berlin,  Germany,  gave 
a  similar  decision.  The  text  of  the  decision  from  the  judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  one  of  our  States  is  as  follows  :  ‘  The  question  before  the  court 
seems  to  be  very  simple,  indeed.  A  patient  applies  to  a  physician  and 
receives  from  him  certain  advice,  for  which  he  tenders  a  fee.  The  physician 
hands  a  piece  of  paper  to  the  patient,  purporting  to  be  a  written  order  for 
certain  goods  called  drugs,  which  order  is  filled  by  a  merchant  or  apothe¬ 
cary.  The  payment  of  the  fee  and  the  delivery  of  the  goods  or  drugs 
terminates  the  verbal  contract,  and  the  druggist  keeps  the  prescription  as 
an  evidence  that  the  contract  has  been  fulfilled,  as  far  as  he  is  concerned. 
The  druggist  can,  if  he  so  please,  on  his  own  responsibility,  renew  the 
drugs,  for  he  is  but  a  merchant,  and  has  a  perfect  right  to  sell  drugs  to  any 
one  and  in  any  shape.  He  need  not  keep  the  prescription,  nor  is  he 
bound  to  give  a  copy,  but  should  error  occur,  he  has  no  protection  in  case 
of  suit. » ” 
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APPROVED  FORMULAS. 


Warts. 

Chromic  acid  in  strength  of  one  hundred  grains  to  the  ounce  of 
water  is  probably  the  best  application  we  possess  for  the  destruction 
of  small  warts  or  similar  growths.  This  should  be  applied  on  a  splinter 
of  wood,  match  or  tooth-pick,  and  the  growth  gradually  saturated  by 
frequent  applications  of  the  acid.  In  two  or  three  days  another 
application  can  be  made  if  the  first  has  not  proved  effective.  It  is 
especially  to  be  recommended  in  venereal  condylomata  about  the 
glans  penis,  vulva  and  anus. — Clinique.

A.  E.  Hiss  says  in  Phar.  Era  the  following  is  almost  everything 
to  be  desired  as  a  means  of  disguising  the  nauseous  taste  of  castor 


oil :

The  egg  yolk  should  be  thoroughly  beaten  in  a  mortar,  and  the 
two  oils  gradually  incorporated  and  emulsified,  finally  adding  the 
syrup.  The  volatile  oil  and  the  syrup  with  the  emulsificant  completely 
disguise  the  taste  and  odor  of  castor  oil,  of  which  it  contains  70  per 
cent.  In  addition  to  disguising  the  taste,  the  cassia  oil  serves  the 
purpose  of  a  preventative  of  griping.  The  amount  indicated  may  not 
be  sufficient  for  all  individuals,  and  may  be  increased  to  thirty  drops, 
or  perhaps  even  more.  The  dose  of  such  a  mixture  is  from  J  to  2 
ounces,  and  acts  in  most  cases  with  exceeding  rapidity,  often  within 
less  than  an  hour.  No  addition  of  milk  is  necessary,  although  it 
may  be  advisable  when  administering  to  children,  who  are  not  to 
know  that  a  medicine  is  being  given. — Southern  Journal. 


A  Nerve  Paste  for  Dental  Operations. 

Dr.  Diack  has  no  faith  in  morphia  as  a  nerve  paste,  nor  has  he 
in  tannin,  iodoform,  cocoaine,  or  oil  of  cloves.  He  adds  belladonna 
to  the  arsenious  acid,  two  parts  of  the  former  to  one  of  the  latter, 
and  mixes  it  into  a  paste  with  glycerine.  Belladonna  acts  on  the 
sensitive  nerves,  and  no  pain  follows  the  application  of  the  paste. — 
Burgoyne  &>  Burhidge's  Prices  Current. 


Preparation  of  Bone  Marrow. 

Barr’s  method  of  preparing  this  {vide  B.  M.  y.,  1895,  i,  358)  is  to 
make  fresh  bone  marrow,  3  oz.,  into  a  paste  with  port  wine,  i  oz.  ; 
glycerin,  i  oz.  ;  and  gelatin,  5  dr.  Soak  the  gelatin  in  sufficient 
water  to  soften  it,  then  melt  with  the  glycerin.  Mix  the  marrow  and 
wine  separately  in  a  mortar,  and  finally  add  the  mixed  gelatin  and 
glycerin. 
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Anti-Asthmatic  Cigarettes. 

Dried  leaves  of  Belladonna,  50  parts  ;  hyoscyamus,  20  parts  ; 
stramonium,  30  parts  ;  tobacco,  40  parts  ;  jaborandi,  10  parts  ;  sage, 
20  parts  ;  and  water,  drop  wort  (Phellandrium  aquaticum)  12  parts. 
Cut  fine,  sift  to  remove  dust,  moisten  with  40  parts  of  cherry-laurel 
water  well  distributed,  and  then  make  into  cigarettes  of  the  usual 
size.  One  should  be  used  before  and  after  each  attack,  the  smoke 
being  deeply  inhaled. — Pharmaceutical  JournaU
